UNDER ORDERS 
FROM GOVERNOR 


Gen. Johnston To Investi¬ 
gate Tobacco Riot. 


Given Authority * at 
Additional ' 53?^ ' 


Directed To C 
County < 
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Frankfort. Ky., Dec. 13.—[Special.]— 
Adjt. Gen. P. P. Johnston was sworn 
In to succeed Gen. Henry R. Lawrence 
this morning and left this afternoon 
for Hopkinsville with orders from Gov. 
Willson to make a thorough Investi¬ 
gation of the riot and destruction by 
the "night riders" In that city last 
week, and to take whatever steps he 
thought necessary to bring the guilty 
persons to Justice. Gen. Johnston will 
be Joined by Mott Ayres. State Fire 
Marshall, in Louisville, to-night, and 
wjll be accompanied by that official to 
Hopkinsville, who will assist him in 
the Investigation. 

That Gov. Willson Is determined in 
the stand he has taken against law¬ 
lessness In the tobacco belt Is plainly 
shown by the instructions he gave to 
the Adjutant General relative to the 
Investigation and the means at his com¬ 
mand to carry it on without fear or 
favor. He says in his official order that 
no effort has been made by the offi¬ 
cials of the county to arrest and prose¬ 
cute the members of the band, whose 
actions during the raid and burning 
of the town Indicated that they were 
banded together for the purpose of In¬ 
timidating the people and destroy prop¬ 
erty, and that It was not sudden and 
unpremeditated.

May Call For Troops. 


The Adjutant Genera! Is not only 
Instructed to call upon the officials of 
Christian county* for assistance, but of 
Trigg county as well, and If he finds 
It necessary In order to maintain peace 
and to prevent further violation of law 
and to protect all persons engaged in 
the Investigation, Gen. Johnston Is In¬ 
structed to call out any part of the 
State militia. Gen. Johnston was not 
given any certain time In which to 
make the Investigation, but goes to 
Hopkinsville with Instructions from the 
Governor to proceed Iti a manner that 
will Insure a full and thorough knowl¬ 
edge of the outrages which have been 
perpetrated in that section of the State. 

After receiving the oath of office this 
morning Gen. Johnston returned to the 
Executive office, where a conference 
was held between the Governor. Ad¬ 
jutant General, Gen. Dan Lindsey and 
Col. Thomas W. Bullitt, of Louisville, 
and during this conference It is said 
every phase of the situation in Hop¬ 
kinsville and Western Kentucky was 
discussed, and it was at the conclusion 
of this conference that the Governor’s 
order to Gen. Johnston was Issued. Dur-*- 
Ing the afternoon Gov. Willson con¬ 
ferred with the city and county officials 
of Hopkinsville and Christian county, 
as well as several of the leading busi¬ 
ness men of the town, and he was told 
by them that affairs were more quiet 
to-day than at any time since the riot 
last week, and they felt sure the com¬ 
pany of militia now on duty under com¬ 
mand of MaJ. Bassett would be able 
to control the situation to-night. Gov. 
Willson was told that his statesment Is¬ 
sued last night had been the means of 
causing much confidence being restored 
In the terror-stricken district, and that 
his Idea was regarded by the people of 
that section as the only solution to the 
problem.

Ky.—fiHi . You wiH proceed Immediately 
to Hopkinsville. Ky.. to Investigate anu 
report to m«?. at your earliest convenience 
and from time to time, upon the recent 
attack made upon that city by a band of 
men, who moved In a body, organized, 
comhined and confederated together in >i 
way that Is conclusive proof of Intention 
to violate the law. to Intimidate the peo¬ 
ple and to a vend detection and arrest. 
This body of men proceeded and ac ted In 
a manner which shows that It was not 
sudden or unpremeditated action. On the 
contrary, the large number of men. said 
to be several hundred, were gathered to- 

f ether at a considerable distance from 
lopktnsvlUe and proceeded in order and 
In organised form for many miles, locat¬ 
ing guard* so as to prevent any infor¬ 
mation sotting out to the authorities as 
to their actions, seized upon the telephone 
exchange, stopped a railroad train, took 
possessWm of the police station and wore 
masks to avoid identification, all of which 
thing* conclusively prove that all of these 
men unlawfully confederated and banded 
together and went forth armed and itis- 
gu »ed for the purpose of Intimidating and 
alarming the people in violation of Section 
1223. Kentucky Statute*. 

It turtber appears that they did shoot 
and seriously wound an employe of the 
railroad company on his locomotive; that 
they called out from his home and bru¬ 
tally injured a citizen of the Common¬ 
wealth. in violation of Section 1211a. Ken¬ 
tucky Statutes, and that inch and every 
man In this band was guilty of felony in 
violating the statutes, and these nets have 
created serious disorder in the Common¬ 
wealth and brought reproach upon the vi¬ 
cinity and upon the whole State, and that 
up to the present time no affidavit ha* 
been filed wdth the peace officers, that no 
Sheriff. Deputy Sheriff. Constable or other 
peace officer lias taken any steps since 
the night of the raid to arrest or bring to 
Justice any of these men, and thnt these 
officers have not prosecuted or offered 
to torosecute or arrest the criminals. 

You will coll upon the i*nce officers of 
Christian county and Trigg county und 
Inquire explicitly **f each upon whom you 
call why the power of the counter uot 


been called out to prosecute and arrest 
life people guilty of this crime, and what. 
If anything, has been done to prosecute 
them'and uphold the law. 

You will, upon Investigation, if you 
find It necessary, order to Hopkinsville, 
or to that vicinity, or wherever you deem 
It best, such portion of the military forces 
of the Commonwealth os shall be neces¬ 
sary to uphold the law, to maintain peace, 
to prevent further disorder or violation 
of law and to protect all persons who 
shall give evidence or help In investigat¬ 
ing. indicting and aiding to secure the 
arrest of the guilty parties. You will fur¬ 
ther make diligent inquiry of all persons 
whom you shall have any reason to be¬ 
lieve have any knowledge that will help 
discover und lead to the arrest of this 
band. You will report to me. from day 
to daj\ and hourly. If need be. by writ¬ 
ing. telephone, telegraph or special mes¬ 
senger. any and everything that you shall 
deem important to keep the Governor 
fully Informed of the situation and aid 
In the objects for which you are ordered 
to go to Christian and Trigg counties.

CANNOT BE SOLD 


JUDGE STOUT SUSTAINS INJUNC¬ 
TION AGAINST FARMER. 


WAS ABOUT TO SHIP PLEDGED 
CROP TO MARKET. 


CASE WILL BE APPEALED. 


Paris. Ky.. Dec. 13.—[Special.]—"I 
would rather an injustice would be 
done one man than one hundred thou¬ 
sand men suffer everlasting ruin." was 
the significant statement of Judge Rob¬ 
ert L Stout In sustaining the Injunc¬ 
tion restraining F. T. Hnlden, of Frank¬ 
lin oounty, from shipping hie pooled to¬ 
bacco to Louisville for the purpose of 
disposing of iL 

The Injunction was granted by the 
Clerk of tho Franklin Circuit Court In 
response to proceeding* Instituted by 
the Franklin County Board of Con¬ 
trol. a branch .f the American Society 
of Equity, upon Information that the 
defendant had delivered to tihe Ken¬ 
tucky River Towboat Company his 
crop of eighteen hogsheads of tobacco 
of the 1906 crop for the purpose of 
shipping and selling It on the Louis¬ 
ville market, Mr. Haiden having pooled 
his tobacco with the Society of Equity 
previously. 

The defendant through his attorneys. 
John Lindsey and John Rodman, of 
Frankfort, sought to show that the 
plaintiff wns not. according to law, an 
incorporated company, and objected to 
the filing of an amended petition by the 
plaintiff, which Judge Stout admitted 
as of record. In sustaining the Injunc¬ 
tion, Judge Stout said he had never 
Shirked a duty and In a previous case 
from the county of Woodford had up¬ 
held the constitutionality of the pooling 
of tcfoaooo, and In the case before the 
bar. in Ms Judgment, the contract be¬ 
tween the defendant and the Society of 
Equity ww a valid one. 

Judge Stout directed that an order 
be entered sustaining the Injunction 
and requiring that the bond be renewed 
and that the defendant place his crop 
In a place of safety. The plaintiff wns 
represented by President W. E. Thomp¬ 
son and Secretary W. T. Lee. of the 
Franklin County Board of Control, and 
by Col. John R. Allen. L. A. Nuchols. 
of Versailles, Judge John H. Polsgrove, 
of Frankfort, and C. M. Thomas, of 
Paris. The case caused great Interest 
and many farmers, including the offi¬ 
cers of the Bourbon Oounty Board of 
Control, were in the audience. The 
case wtll at once be taken to the Court 
of Appeals and will be watched with In¬ 
tense interest by the tobacco growers 
all over Kentucky.

Mr. Fish declares in his affidavit that 
since 1897 It has been the custom of the 
railroad to loan its Idle funds to offi¬ 
cers or directors of the railroad or to 
firm* of which they were members or 
to corporations of which they were offi¬ 
cers. 

Mr. Fish insists in his affidavit that 
Harriman and Peabody were among 
those who took advantage of the cus¬ 
tom of the company In loaning these 
funds. He declares that all of his loan* 
were recorded on the books of the com¬ 
pany and that tho collateral was good 
and sufficient. 

Referring to the loan of 357,000 to the 
Trust Company of the Republic Mr. 
Fish asserts that it was good, but that 
in the panic of 1903 the collateral depre¬ 
ciated. Of the total amount. $38,000 has 
been paid and the company will lose 
nothing. 

Mr. Fish charges that the accusations 
of mismanagement made against him 
are untrue.

ARTHUR S. COLYAR 
DIES AT NASHVILLE 


ONE OF LEADING MEMBERS OF 
TENNESSEE BAR. 


PIONEER IN DEVELOPMENT OF 
RESOURCES. 


EDITOR AND STATESMAN. 


Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 13.— [Special.]— 
Ool. Arthur S. Colyar. educator, law¬ 
yer, Journalist, statesman, historian, 
member of the Confederate Congress 
and one of the pioneers In the devel¬ 
opment of the mineral resources of 
Tennessee and of Alabama, died at hi* 
residence in this city this morning In 
his ninetieth year. He Is survived by a 
widow and four children. The funeral 
will be held In this city Sunday aft¬ 
ernoon. Col. Colyar had been In rea¬ 
sonably good health for two years past, 
but was stricken at an early hour 
Tuesday morning and dissolution soon 
followed. 

Of all the men who during the past 
century have come from the moun¬ 
tains of East Tennessee and settled In 
the valley of the Cumberland none was 
better known than Arthur S. Colyar. 
He was one of the most remarkable 
character* in the State. He was 
man of unusual mental strength and 
physical vigor, and one of the lead¬ 
ing members of the bur. a position he 
maintained through half a century. Hls 
grandfather buJlt a cabin In Washing 
ton county, on the Nolachucky river, 
several mile* from Jonesboro, in which 
the father of Col. Colyar was born in 
1790. and in which the son was born 
Juns 23. 1818. In 1830 hts father re¬ 
moved to Franklin county, where 
young Colyar worked on the farm and 
educated himself. At twenty-two years 
of age he began teaching school, fol¬ 
lowing pedagogy for four years. He 
rend law while teaching, being admit 
ted to the Winchester bar, and first 
practiced at jUjut place. He became in¬ 
terested In tne Sewonee Mining Com¬ 
pany in 1858 and served that corpora¬ 
tion a* president for fifteen years, 
changing its name to the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company.

This allegation was admitted by 
Mrs. Walsh's attorneys and the con¬ 
tention made that sho had withheld 
the stock from the Assessor on the 
ground that it was exempt from taxa¬ 
tion and this contention was sustained 
by the lower eourL The case was ap¬ 
pealed by the Commonwealth with the 
result that the decision of the lower 
court was reversed and live case sent 
back for further proceedings.

New York. Dec. 13.—[Special.]—That 
we are again on the eve of a contro¬ 
versy over the tariff makes it of inter¬ 
est and import to understand the view¬ 
point of the manufacturing interest* of 
our oountry on the subject. No other 
branch of our buslines world, not even 
the Importer, is more vitally affected 
by new tariffs. As the largest employer 
of labor, as well as that branch of busi¬ 
ness which comes most In contact with 
the consumer, the continued prosperity 
of the manufacturer is a msitter of vital 
necessity to us all. His Interests ought 
to be our Interests, and. therefore, what 
he thinks on the subject of tariff is 
Important enough to learn and weigh 
welL 

This article gives the viewpoint of 
two hundredthe largest manufactur¬ 
ers In the country. They have ap¬ 
proached the subject as business men 
and given their views as such. What 
they ask is that Congress shall heed 
theta* needs when the time comes for it 
to consider the tariff, and experience 
and expert opinion rather than politics 
be the dominating influence w'hen the 
schedules are changed. The manufac¬ 
turing Interests are now appealing to 
this country in the name of common 
sens?, not alone patriotism, to see this 
is done. They urge It as the best rem¬ 
edy for securing a new Law which Is apt 
to satisfy a larger portion of the people 
•than the present act, and also a pre¬ 
ventive against mercantile and financial 
depression that some from ex¬ 
perience regard as an Incident to every 
change In the tarifT.

Many Views.

This opposi¬ 
tion Is not In point of numbers a pre¬ 
vailing one. but It ha* sufficient 
strength to entitle It to some, in fact, 
much consideration here. 

• • • ^ 

The “Stand Pat** Argument. 

The "stand-pat 1 * manufacturer argues 
this country has prospered beyond all 
other nations, and much of it is due 
to the tariff laws similar to the one at 
present in force. Whether they have 
any direct bearing on our prosperity, 
he admits, is hard to determine, but 
the situation, nevertheless, exists that 
while such tariff laws were on our' 
statute books prosperity was with us. 
and when those laws were done away 
with, we encountered depression. That 
is why no very radical revision of the 
tariff should be favored. The less It Is 
tinkered with the better off the country 
Is apt to be. For any threatened 
change means the general unsettling of 
business connected with revision. No 
tariff can be perfect, but this country 
has never been more prosperous than 
during the lost ten years under the 
Dlngley tariff. It would, therefore, be 
suicidal to business Interests to revive 
the question. This let well enough 
alone poticy la the view, according to 
one manufacturer, of more than 72 per 
rent, of his class. They adhere to If in 
spite of their belief that inequalities 
exist In the present schedules, but they 
prefer to suffer from the present Ills 
rather than fly to others they know 
not of. 

• • • 

The Opposition. 

There is an overwhelming sentiment, 
however. In opposition to this “stand- 
pat” view. It proceeds from some of 
the large manufacturing Interests that 
urge a revision of the schedules affect¬ 
ing them In particular, upon the ground 
that a change in conditions Mince the 
passage of the Dlngley law renders 
many of them hurtful and a bar to 
the further development of their busi¬ 
ness. The view Is entertained by one 
manufacturer that experience and ob¬ 
servation convlce him the present con¬ 
dition of our country has been In part 
artificially created by the high tariff. 
*ind furthermore that the people in the 
long run will gain from n gradual 
adaptation to the world's wages. Of 
course, few manufacturers favorable to 
revision are prepared to go as far as 
that. 

• • • 

How To Change It. 


The tariff in that country and Europe 
generally Is a matter of scientific and 
accurate Investigation and unprejudiced 
application for the benefit of the whole 
oountry at large, rather than for spe¬ 
cial Interests. This situation the man¬ 
ufacturers hope to bring about here. 
It Is urged that no commission should 
be appointed to make only such changes 
as will temporarily lessen the clamor 
for revision and so barely save the Re 
publican party from defeat, without ac 
cnmpllshing the best for which tariff 
revision Is demanded. The Idea is that 
It should report to Congress from time 
to time; that the different items should 
be considered one at a time and changes 
only made where the duty Is harmful. 
The work should also proceed In a 
manner least calculated to disturb the 
business Interests of the country and at 
the game time to relieve the people of 
those 1 burdens which have grown op¬ 
pressive. 

• • • 

The Opposition To a Commission. 

The opponents of the Commission 
ldi>a do not question its underlying 
principle. We have already stated that. 
But they do urge that the scheme Is 
absolutely Quixotic. If Legislators can¬ 
not agree on schedules without being 
influenced by private and sectional In¬ 
fluence, what Is going to persuade them 
to put the matter entirely out of their 
hands with the assurance that some in¬ 
terests are bound to be hit, asks one 
opponent of the Idea. Some urge that 
objection to It Is rather of negative than 
positive character. It Is admitted that 
a Tariff (?onvmlss4on of experts would 
be a good thing In a general way. be¬ 
cause if It were a permanent body and 
properly constituted. It would serve as 
an easy and natural starting point for 
any discussion of tariff matters looking 
to legislation that might arise from time 
to time, and It is possible, of course, 
that its recommendations might have 
some weight with Congress. The atti¬ 
tude of both houses In the past, how¬ 
ever. toward nueh expert advice does 
not warrant such an assumption. As 
an Instance, there is the treatment by 
Congress of the reciprocity treaties ne¬ 
gotiated by the Hon. John A. Kasson. 
Another objection to the Commission 
Idea is that It spells delay. What Is 
wanted Is immediate action, and the 
belief Is that no commission, whatever 
Its virtues, would, as & standing com¬ 
mittee of experts, bring this about. The 
trouble appears to be, as one manufac¬ 
turer put It. that Congress would op- | 
point a Commission to make out a j 
schedule of tffrtff duties, then throw the ' 
whole thing overboard and adopt an¬ 
other to suit Itself, and In consequence 1 
there would be four or flve years of tar¬ 
iff agitation through the Commission 
and two years more In Congress, where 
the matter could be settled In a much 
shorter time.

Little Will Be Left. 


wish the duty on the manufactured 
product changed. It Is admitted that 
all tariffs work injustice to rome Their 
general Idea is to furnish the greatest 
good to the greatest number. In doing 
this the point made is thfft one individ¬ 
ual manufacturer is protected against 
a large number of the general public. 
There is no right to protect ninety man¬ 
ufacturers with a heavy duty anil take 
off a large part or all the duty from 
ten other manufacturers. In this con¬ 
nection. it is of interest to state the 
view point of an opponent of free, raw 
material. It is that articles of com¬ 
merce which are one man's raw ma¬ 
terial, may be the finished product of 
another. It is therefore argued that 
while wool Is the raw material of the 
woolen manufacturer, it Is nevertheless 
the finished product of the farmer and 
the latter Is therefore Just as much en¬ 
titled to protection of his raw material 
as the manufacturer La on the finished 
product 

• • v 

Where Changes Are Asked. 

It Is now in order to point out Just 
what schedule* the manufacturers ask 
changes In. There Is much sentiment 
for taking the duty off many clusses < f 
raw materials and admitting them fr*e. 
Some urge that foodstuffs, coal and 
lumber should be placed on the fie± 
list at once. The shoe and leather 
industries complain much about 
the 16 per cent duty on hides. 
They urge it to be an Injustice. 
Prior to the message of ^ the 
Dlngley bill the duty was not considered 
a necessity Indeed. It does not protect 
the manufacturing interests but rather 
those of the large packers. The duty 
enables them to raise* the price of do¬ 
mestic hides to more than double the 
price they were able to get before the 
present tariff. . 

In consequenoe, the duty on hides ha* 
added to the cost of shoes, and on 
cheap and medium grades has seriously 
Interfered with the export trade. Man¬ 
ufacturers In this line uige that the 
duty oil raw material, particularly such 
as enters Into the manufacture of staple 
goods, should be abolished. Proprietors 
of newspapers urge that the tariff 
should be removed from press paper, 
wood pulp and wood that goes Into 
the manufacturer of paper. They urge 
the present duty places them at the 
mercy of the trust. Many duties, be¬ 
sides being too high, are also unneces¬ 
sary- Wide burlaps made expressly for 
the floor oilcloths and linoleum business 
is a c4Lse in point. These goods are not 
made In this oountry. A 46 per cent, 
duty Is, therefore, not alone uncos- 
sary, but also oppressive. The tariff on 
pig Iron is a different Instance of pro¬ 
tection that Is not needed. We are 
able to produce It here and export It to 
foreign countries, and no reason extets 
why there should be a duty of )4 a ton 
on it. In contrast to this, however, 
there are some Industries which claim 
they need a still higher tariff, and will 
ask It if a new* act is framed. One Is 
the pottery. The high cost of it made 
In this oountry In compnriwm to the 
cost abroad prevents its l>elng exported 
In competition in this country, not¬ 
withstanding the duty of 55 to 60 per 
oenL on foreign goods of that nature. 


Those who have delved deep into the 
situation do not doubt that when the ! 
time arrives for Congress to consider 
the tariff, there will be a clamor for the 
revision of so many schedules as to 
make an entirely new law. It Is idle 
talk to urge that the tariff can only be 
lightly touched, that a few rates of 
duty only need adjusting! and then the 
entire affair will be at an end. When 
tho'Whys and Means Committee gels to 
work, little will remain of the present 
law*. 

The belief Is that Che day of hard 
and fast schedules Is a thing of the! 
pa*t. That Future Tariff laws must I 
make provision for necessary changes 
after their enactment without earry'n^ 
the matter to Congress as a political ln- 
sue. This means a maximum and mini¬ 
mum tariff favored by Senator Allison 
and others, A general propositlon laid 
flown Is that the consumer Is entitled to 
a much lower average of duties. A re¬ 
duction should Also be hud where ext ort 
prices are made by protected compa¬ 
nies at lower than their domestic and 
also w'hvre *trusts or large companies 
made up of an aggregation of small ones 
sell a huge percentage of the total 
amount^oif goods sold in the country.: 
One view which finds ready acceptance 
is the tariff should be framed on a basis 
for revenue only with Incidental pro¬ 
tection.for such of our Industries as 
need It to enable them to compete with 
foreign manufacturers In the home 
market and the protection afforded 
them should only be to t*he bare extent 
required to accomplish that purpose. 
The schedule on articles which have ' 
shown fhalr ability to meet foreign 1 
competition nnd are not In need of 
high protectivo duty should be reduced.

Specifications. 

Let us now grow more specific. The 
people most interested In the particular 
lines affected by Ihe tarifT schedule* 
should Ik? the ones to *ny whether they 


Reciprocity. 

There is a great deal of sentiment 
among the manufacturing Interests 
both for and against reciprocity. Some 
urge that the principle should be rec¬ 
ognized as far os possible without In¬ 
fringing on the basic principle of a tar¬ 
iff for revenue with incidental protec¬ 
tion. It, Is urged: First, that there be 
appointed a com mission of practical 
men to work in connection with the 
Department of Commerce and Labor. 
This body should be a continuous one 
and take matters up with each Indi¬ 
vidual country and make reciprocity on 
an equitable basis; second, it would be 
far better to adopt reciprocity than to 
undertake to revise the tariff In the 
usual way It ha* been revised, third. If 
a proper commission of practical men 
be appointed they can grow reciprocity 
where It will amount to the same thing 
as tariff revision, and this will be far 
better and more acceptable to the man¬ 
ufacturers. Those opposed to reciprocity 
deny that no foreign country will deal 
with u* unless we reduce our tariff or 
favor them by special treaty. 

The point inane Is, If we want Ger¬ 
man good*, the only question with us Is, 
can we buy them at a price that will 
enable us to handle the goods at a 
profit, after adding the tariff? We 
never question w’hether or not German 
manufacturers or dealers are buying 
goods In this country*- Reciprocity looks 
pretty, but what we need Is a tariff 
which will enable us to compete \<1th 
foreign competition and nothing more. 
Manufacturers In certain lines de¬ 
nounce the treaty negotiated by the 
State Department with Germany. They 
urge that In permitting German manu¬ 
facturers to bring goods Into this coun¬ 
try' with a valuation bo*ed on what Is 
termed “export prices/* n grave Injus¬ 
tice to American manufacturers, mer¬ 
chants and Importers would be done.

BIG FOUR DETECTIVES AT 
WORK ON INTERSTATE CASE. 


We now arrive at the question how 
the tariff should be changed. There Is 
going to be much controversy on that 
point when the Issue comes before the 
people. Efforts are going to be made to 
substitute a body «»f experts for Con¬ 
gress and such a propaganda Is now 
being spread throughout thJ* country. 
Whether the House and the Senate will 
delegate such powers to an outside body 
is a question the future must answer. 
There is no doubt that many manufac¬ 
turers favor It. A number do not iin- 
slder the idea practical, but those who 
think we ought to have the tariff re¬ 
vised by men who know are In a de¬ 
cided majority'. 

The point made by tho affirmative is 
that the business Interests of our coun¬ 
try have arrived at a development which 
requires a revision of the tariff by a 
commission duly appointed for the pur¬ 
pose. which will only make changes 
after due consideration, schedule for 
schedule.

BOOKS AND THEIR WRITERS j 


Comtesse de Boigne’s 
Memoirs. 


That Interesting narrative, the Com¬ 
tesse de Boigiie, began In an earlier 
volume Is now continued In this sec¬ 
ond one. The years between 1815 and 
1S19 are the subject of the present /e- 
collec tlons. Napoleon's return from 
Elba, the Second Restoration of Louis 
XVIII., and the events In their train 
have been treated by many hands In 
many w'ays yet not often with suth a 
touch of engaging animation as that 
of the Oomtesee’a Her sex seems to 
have fitted the author to write an en¬ 
tertaining account of that period which 
was so rich In the spectacular, so brist¬ 
ling with personality and the dramatic. 
The particular events that swept It on 
have, of course, been seen in philosoph¬ 
ic and historic perspective by many 
sage historians. 

But w'hether or not women are by na¬ 
ture more gossipy than men. somehow 
this picture, the Comtesse de Boigne 
presents, has that living actuality, 
which particularly serves to bring to 
the reader, the real old humanity. Its 
whims, passions, vice and virtues that 
eminently gave oolor to the men and 
event* of which she writes. 

It will be recalled that the Gonrtrsse 
de Boigne was the daughter of the 
French Ambassador to Turin and to 
England. Her other kinships and con¬ 
nections brought her Into frtlmate re¬ 
lation with the happenings of the time 
in England. In France* Italy and Rus¬ 
sia. The Count and Counteas Ralbe, 
the de Labedoyeres, the Emperor Alex¬ 
ander. of Russia, the Baroness von 
Krudener. Talleyrand, the Duke of Wel¬ 
lington, various members of the family 
of Orleans filt to and fro through the 
memoirs with such verisimilitude. One 
of the Interesting chapters Is that de¬ 
scribing the reading of the manuscript 
of St. Helena at the house of Mme. de 
Duros and at the house of the Duchess© 
d’Escan*—that publication which made 
such a sensation. 

An appendix contains a few' notes 
from various eminent people to the au¬ 
thor of the memoirs and her father. 
They are too brief and too personal to 
be of much moment as an addition to 
the volume. However, they indi'ate 
the regard In which both the author 
and her father were held by the writ¬ 
ers thereof—who w'ere. for example. 
Count Nesselrode, Minister from Rus¬ 
sia to the Vienna Congress, Cardinal 
Consulvi. Princess Charlotte, daughter 
of George IV., Queen Marie Amelia. 
Louis Phllllppe, the Duke of Bourbon 
and the Duchess of York.

The author of this contribution to the 
American Crisis Biographies, builds up 
his story not only from the days of his 
hero’s "long clothes." as old Sir Thomas 
Fuller used to say; but. Indeed, a couple 
of hundred years earlier where Dr. 
Holmes said a man’s education ought to 
begin. One of the most conspicuous 
examples In American history as an 
Inheritor of moral. Intellectual and so¬ 
cial culture. 

Lee Is Introduced to the reader In the 
Virginia environments where for so 
long, longer than elsewhere, hed been 
undisturbed the currents of local cus¬ 
tom, habit, thought, and feeling. His 
sobriety. his personal graces and come¬ 
liness. his military talents and other 
endowments are foreshadowed In a 
Thomas Lee, Richard Henry Lee. the 
American Cicero, and notably Light 
Horse Harry. Yet the noble claims of 
long and noble descent arc not allowed 
to minimize the individual merits of 
the central figure. 

Robert E. Lee 1* portrayed full length 
In the military career that reveals him 
as possessing the highest order of mili¬ 
tary genius—as a great organizer, a 
great strategist, a great tactician. 

In his private life not less luminously 
Is he glorified for his "serene patience, 
august dignity, ripe wisdom, calm mag¬ 
nanimity," tenderness and fidelity, to 
which especially after the war he added 
a "sublime resignation." Yet for all 
this admiration well-nigh running to 
worship, the biographer does not seek 
to dissemble the criticism to which the 
idol ha* left himself open. To the de¬ 
fect of Lee’s virtues are attributed the 
failure of the Army of Northern Vir¬ 
ginia, and Indirectly the failure of the 
Confederacy to win independence. Tho 
virtue* of over-tolerance and repugn¬ 
ance towards sowing seeds of discord 
and dissension among his men. his of¬ 
ficers especially, his reluctance to 
w'ound pride or tarnish the reputation 
of another, these virtues are at once 
deprecated and defended. The volume 
Is handy In size. A* has appeared, it Is 
ardent in appreciation without sjgglng 
to the side of perferVId partisanship.

But If we are less aesthetic, Ipss suc¬ 
cessful In making beautiful cities. In 
material development and public educa¬ 
tion we are superior. Passing from 
these generalizations toe author pre¬ 
sents an interesting picture of com¬ 
mercial. Industrial and social conditions 
in the Sou til American republics, their 
progress and tendencies, especially In 
their commercial relations with the 
United States. Tlu* way things have 
been and are bids fair, thinks the au¬ 
thor, t<» menace the democratic ideal 
designed for the American world to 
mnke complication* for Smith America.

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STUDY OF ARMY LIFE | 

Mrs. Marlins “Lclitia, Nursery Corps, U. S. A. 




During the past year readers of the 
American Magazine have enjoyed a ae¬ 
ries of stories dealing with various 
phase* of army life. Possibly no ex¬ 
posures In this era of the searchlight 
have caused more widespread criticism 
and discussion. A conflict of opinion 
has reached the author from all 
sorts and conditions of army men and 
women, from rank and the ranks, the 
latter, for obvious reasons, being most¬ 
ly anonymous and always favorable. 

Prom persons sentimentalizing over 
the defenders of their country has com© 
blame, even vituperation, arid the rea¬ 
son is not far to seek: as a whole the

This is the work so highly praised by 
the President, who seems to find time 
In all his activity to digest many mod¬ 
em books on various subjects.

The public, 
the author adds, looks only on the sur¬ 
face, seeing peccadillos as crimes, and 
crimes os peccadillos. “ILt never oc¬ 
curs to the public that sin enters along 
with society and that the perspective in 
which It Is necessary to view jnlscon- 
duct changes from age to age." 

A letter from President Roosevelt 
forms a second prefaco to the work in 
which. among much that is good, he 
says that the book la not destructive, 
but constructive. There Is no reason 
for despondency, but every reason for 
gf ert ness. 

The sins of to-day. the author thinks, 
are not sins of malice. The sinners de¬ 
mand victims not from ill-will, but be¬ 
cause they can serve as pawns in some¬ 
body's gume. "The little finger of Chi¬ 
cane has come to be thicker than the 
loins of Violence." 

Public opinion has become a mighty 
regulator of conduct. Sinners should 
not be graded according to badness of 
character, nor according to the harm 
they inflict upon particular Individuals; 
there are no virtues that constitute a 
"set-off to sin."

London. Nov. 27.—"Now the great 
need for the novice Is patience, patience 
and again patience, and he may be sure 
that If his work be meritorious it will 
eventually secure publication." Such 
was the concluding counsel given by 
Alexander Good In a little book he pub¬ 
lished some years ago. entitled. "Why 
YouNMafluscripts Return." The other 
day two bodies were discovered in Ted- 
dlngton Lock, tied together by a rope 
They were those of Alexander Good 
and his wife. They had committed 
suicide together. 

It was another proof of That trite 
truth that it is vastly easier to give 
good advice than to follow U oneself. 
Had Good and his wife possessed a 
little more of that patience and hope¬ 
fulness which, he counseled as so essen 
tial to success, one of the most pitiable 
tragedies that the Thames has yielded 
up In Its long and miserable toll of the 
dead would never have occurred. 

Alexander Good was still on the shady 
side Of forty. At one time he held a 
remunerative position as superintend¬ 
ent of an insurance company in Cardiff. 
Rut business, though he made a good 
living by It. was distasteful to him. 
He had the literary and artistic tem¬ 
perament. He wrote and he painted 
And he married a charming young 
woman, who also wroto and painted 
and shared his aversion to the dull 
routine of office work. So Good decid¬ 
ed to quit the insurance company that 
he and his wife might devote them¬ 
selves to art and literature. 

They were passionately devoted to 
each other, and It was an ideal Ufe 
they led for a time. Those who knew 
them spoke of them as the most de¬ 
lightful couple they had ever met. They 
both w'orked, and by tholr writings and 
paintings managed to mdke enough to 
support themselves comfortably. Mrs. 
Good pub^nhed a little book, "How* to 
Paint In Oils," which was very favor¬ 
ably received, though, of course, It was 
not the sort of work which commands 
a big sale and makes a lot of money. 

Filled with bright dreams of the field 
they would find in the* metropolis for 
their talent*, they came to London— 
that graveyard of *o many hopes and 
aspirations—and London swallowed 
them up. The pictures they painted 
did nob'sell nearly so well as they had 
In thc/country. The dealers told them 
they (vould have to get reputations In 
order to comthand anything like decent 
prices for them. And their manuscripts 
came back to them with heart-breaking 
frequency. Good tried business again 
and opened a tobacconist's shop, but 
it proved a failure. They renewed the 
struggle to make a living by art and 
literature. 

Fortune continued to frown upon 
them. Their means dwindled. They 
moved to a couple of modestly fur¬ 
nished rooms In [sTngton and did their 
own housekeeping. Still they focnj they 
could not make both ends meet. Friends 
they had who would have helped them 
willingly had they known of their dire 
need, but they were too proud to ask 
for assistance. They kept their trou¬ 
bles to themselves and faced the world 
that was dealing so harshly with them 
with smiling faces. People Who met 
them at this time thought they were a 
particularly happy couple. 

One Saturday night they walked out 
of their lodgings and disappeared. They 
left several letters behind them, i 
stamped and addressed for postage. 
One to friend* In Greenwich contained 
these pathetic w'ords. "If ever you 1 
think of ue In the future do not do so, 
sadly. Remember that we nre asleep 
and that wc are together, and what Is 
better than sleep after a long day's 
work?" / 

For nearly three weeks their disap¬ 
pearance remained a mystery. Then the 
river gave up their secret. They had 
tied themsolvco tightly together with 
a rope, and from the way in which 
they were found It Is evident that they I 
had leaped Into the river clasped In 1 
one another's arms. Their faces were 
close one to the other—they were asleep 
and together, as their farewell letter to 
their "dear friends’’ said they would 
be.

Helen Clergue has presented four no¬ 
table Eighteenth century women who 
ruled the great world of politics and 
letters through their small gatherings 
of notables, real and presumptive, who 
sought precedence and profit in Intel¬ 
lectual association with women who 
had in their power to make or mar. 

Madame Du Deffand, Madame 
D’Eplnay, Julie de Lesplnasse and 
Madame Goeffrtn are the subjects of 
four discriminating biographies. Each 
wielded an Immense power, each had 
a prestige independent of wealth, rank 
or beauty; each possessed that elusive 
attribute called charm, and each pos- 


derstood. 

Madame D’Bplnay's character yields 
quite another order of Interest. Her 
memo Ires, you are told, give exact 
types of the period. “We are ln the 
midst of a world which vividly lives, 
even though it la a world of sensation 
and of ideas rather than of events. Her 
salon was the pivot about which circled 
the greatest mental activity; It was fill¬ 
ed with thinkers whose minds were 
bent on untangling the knotty problems 
of their age; It was the salon which 
gave the greatest Impetus to the philo¬ 
sophical movement.

The women of the salon had brought 
to perfection a certain clairvoyance 
which rarely failed to show them the 
psychic moment of presented oppor¬ 
tunity. 

The author explains that the men 
who frequented the salons were not 
under the thrall of sex. They met as 
men with men. no subject taboo, ab¬ 
solute freedom of expression, sure to 
find that general outlook on life, char¬ 
acteristic of Intellectual men, and an 
absence of the petty personalities, then 
as now, commonly occupying the so¬ 
ciety woman. 

The studies of the four women are 
intimate. The author must have delved 
in notes, records and diaries, public 
and private. She has somehow man¬ 
aged to draw sympathetically the char¬ 
acters of the four and to put the reader 
in touch with their lives and predom¬ 
inating influences. She shows the great 
truthfulness of Madame Du Deffand.

Diving In a dissolute age, belonging to 
the bourgeoisie so despised of the 
nobles, brought up ln the salon of the 
wicked Madame de Tencln, like Julie 
she attracted, but unlike her was not 
cast forth penniless.

Governed by common sense, illumined 
by the bright gleams of a generous na¬ 
ture, she demonstrates many of the 
drawbacks which result from a realis¬ 
tic conception of life. There were alms 
which she could not understand, and 
such she deemed futile. The Eighteenth 
century Is marked ln general by Its lim¬ 
itations—as is the life of Madame Geof¬ 
frin. Her eyes were never lifted to the 
stars."

The author of this bonk, a native of 
India, has gone down Into the slums of 
London and has brought up many a 
dark story of the thing* she has seen. 
She has lived as an organ-grinder, a 
factory girl, and ln various other 
capacities In the British Jungle, which 
she finds to be a place of the same 
wretched variety as that Mr. Sinclair 
turned his searchlight on. Among the 
reasons for much of the misery the au¬ 
thor finds the poor administration of 
the laws, the overlapping of charities, 
the discord among Christian bodies that 
might work together. Bad literature 
is named as highly responsible for th* 
moral degradation In the Kingdom of 
Poverty, especially the cheap, sensa¬ 
tional papers. Mr. Bernard Shaw and 
Ibsen, too, falling Into the hands of tho*® 
whose minds are not able to cope with 
the problems they suggest, are also held 
highly responsible for tho sentimental 
romanticism. Suggestions as to th® 
work the clubs might accomplish In 
lifting the social relation of the poor 
into a little brighter, more refined at¬ 
mosphere are made with a good deal of 
wisdom.

THE ART OF THE PRADO. By C. S. 
Ricketts. Published by L. C. Pag* A 
Co., Boston. 

The Prado has been called a gallery 
of masterpieces. Though some can vase* 
originally considered chef d'oeuvre* 
have since come to be considered of only 
secondary Importance, evidently from 
the author’s standpoint the collection

Pass the Appalachian Bill. 

According to Mr. Pinehot of the For¬ 
est Service, one of the greatest and 
* most necessary tasks now before the 
people of the United States Is tree 
planting. So great is the Influence of 
forests upon streams that not only has 
It been proven that destruction of for¬ 
ests depletes rivers, but It 1s also be¬ 
lieved that by covering certain ranges 
of hills in the a fid West, rivers may 
!>e created. The timber supply Is so 
dearly Inadequate to meet continued 
demands that saving the forests now 
standing will not suffice. Millions of 
trees must be planted by the Govern¬ 
ment and by private enterprise. 

Now Is the time to pass the 
Appalachian and White Mountain 
Forest Reservo Bill, which has 
1 been pending In Congress for 
some time, despite the fact that each 
: year's delay entails in the destruction 
of timber damage to agriculture 
greater than the appropriation asked. 

Secretary Wilson's report, following 
a field Investigation made by experts at 
nn expense bf $25,000, Is clear and con¬ 
cise. He urges immediate action. The 
House and the Senate stand ready to 
pass the bill. The House machine alone 
has prevented It from becoming a law. 
It has been stated time and again that 
Bpeaker Cannon has objections to Its 
passage, but no good explanation of his 
position has been offered. The Presi¬ 
dent, the Secretary of Agriculture, the 
Chief of the Forest Service, and the 
members of the two branches of Con¬ 
gress believe that the law should be 
enacted without further parley. At a 
time when tree planting Is being urged 
as an aid to agriculture and navigation 
and when it Is plainly demanded for the 
perpetuation of the timber supply, there 
can be no good excuse for neglecting 
an obvious opportunity and duty like 
this. 


Reversing the Code. 

Formerly the matrimonial code pro¬ 
vided that the wife should stop at home 
and oversee the cooking, the washing, 
the housecleaning. That was before the 
dnwndng of the brighter day that has 
come with the emancipation of woman, 
and the establishment of clubs where 
politics and sociology' may be discussed 
while the dishes take care of them¬ 
selves and the baby climbs Into the ra n 
barrel for a drink of water If he lhas 
a mind to. A New York husband re¬ 
belled against the provisions of the re¬ 
versed code and has been properly re¬ 
buked. 

George Nehlson was a happy husband 
and father until Mrs. Nehlson was won 
over by a woman's club and became 
active in settling such questions as the 
probable life of the Russian autocracy, 
the race problem upon tbe Pacific coast, 
and the evils of illiteracy In the South 
Sea Islands. After three months of 
dub life, Mrs. Nehlson ordered George 
to accept permanently the post of baby- 
minder and supervisor of the washing 
of the dinner dishes, as her evenings 
were occupier! with matters upon which 
the revolutions of the earth wore more 
immediately dependent.

To Limit the Corruption Fund. 

Senator Culberson, of Texas, who Is 
Uhe Democratic leader In the Upper 
Hr'vse ins introduced a bill to prohibit 
.Iona from making contributions 
for clecJtkm purposes. It vividly re¬ 
calls the abuses which have existed so 
persistently, especially tn presidential 
elections, for mention of power by the 
Republican party, especially when 
Mark Hanna was chairman of 
the National Republican Campaign 
Committee, the contributions reach¬ 
ing in some of the contests as 
high as four or six million dollars. The 
sum was collected from the trusts and 
other large corporations which profited 
by the tariff laws under which they 
thrived and its acceptance was regard¬ 
ed as a pledge of the continuance of the 
system by which they derives! the 
means to exhibit such liberality. An 
outspoken arraignment of the Re¬ 
publican party for the practice was 
made by Judge Parker In a public 
spcooh near 'the close of the last Presi¬ 
dential campaign, in which he dealt 
plainly with Secretary Cortelyou w<ho 
then, in addition to his official duties 
as n high public officer, was filling the 
place formerly held by Mark Hanna. It 
was received with a vehement denial 
by President Roosevelt, then a cuttril- 
daito. who minced no words In dedhinc- 
ing ’Rue falsity of the charge. But sub¬ 
sequent disclosures made by the publi¬ 
cation of the famous Harrlman letter 
confirmed the truth of Judge Parker's 
allegation beyond the possibility of fur¬ 
ther denial from any source. 

Senator Culberson's bill is in the 
nature of an amendment to an act 
passed during the last Congress, bear¬ 
ing dote January 26. 1907, as the im¬ 
mediate outcome of the Harrlman ex¬ 
posure, prohibiting natlornal banka and 
other corporations from making such 
contributions. To Increase effective¬ 
ness he adds a provision making It “the 
duty of every chairman, campaign 
manager or treasurer of any political 
committee or other person who re¬ 
ceives contributions in money or ofher 
things of value, for or on behalf of such 
political committee or for or In the In¬ 
terest of any candidate for a political 
office, for the purpose of aiding or pro¬ 
moting the eleoUon or defeat of can¬ 
didates for presidential or vice presi¬ 
dential electors, to file with the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives 
of the United States a statement In 
writing showing the amount of money 
or other thing of value contributed by 
each person, firm, corporation or part¬ 
nership oer association not prohibited 
by law for the purpose aforesaid." In 
presenting the amendment Senator 
Culberson cited the fact that the exist¬ 
ing law provides that It shall be un¬ 
lawful for corporations to make money 
^contributions for political campaigns, 
but he thought the law should go far¬ 
ther and require these statements, as 
otherwise it might be evaded. 

No one can deny the justice of the 
law' ns It stands upon the statute books, 
nor. If originally enacted In good faith, 
the propriety of the proposed amend¬ 
ment. The enormity of the crime per¬ 
petrated In making such contributions 
warn exposed and illustrated In the dis¬ 
closures made during the investigation 
of the Jfcrge Insurance companies by the 
Armstrong Committee, wherein It was 
shown that such political contributions 
were made from funds Intended as a 
sacred trust for the benefit of orphans 
and widows and made habitually 
with the same claim of power as the 
appropriation of money of the company 
for the payment of exorbitant salaries 
to officers and retainers of all kinds. 
This exposure had the effect of open¬ 
ing the 'eyes of the public to the moral 
obliquity of such practices and led to 
the enactment of the law cited and Its 
application to all corporations. 

The Approach of another election be¬ 
fore the people at large, when cam¬ 
paign funds will have to be raised, will 
give additional prominence to this very 
proper effort to add to the effective¬ 
ness of the statute prohibiting such 
contribution*. It remains to be seen, 
however, whether tbe party in po-wer, 
which has heretofore relied so largely 
upon such contributions for success, 
will adopt the amendment wJth the 
promptness which It merits or let It 
die in Uhe hands of the committee with¬ 
out further action.

To Mrs. Pat as Paula we doff our hat. 
but before Mrs. Pat, as her own press 
agent, we abase ourself and place our 
forehead in the dust.

Street cleaning contracts In 1908 will be 
carried out under the most stringent 
specifications that yet have been drafted 
to this important work. The new speci¬ 
fications were issued by Assistant High¬ 
way Chief John Vlrdln, and bids on the 
1908 work will be received by the High¬ 
way Bureau. 

The most radical change in the speci¬ 
fications Is a provision which practically 
enforces the cleaning of all city streets 
dally. Under the present specifications 
only a restricted area was required to be 
cleaned six times a week, but the new 
regulations give the Director of Public 
Works arbitrary power and latitude to en¬ 
force the cleaning of streets to his entire 
satisfaction at any or all times. 

The urea prescribed for daily cleaning 
is specifically enlarged to cover the 
built-up portions of the city and only 
tho remote outlying sections are included 
In the area for which three eleanlngs 
weekly are stipulated. But the director 
may order as many cleanings in the out¬ 
lying sections as he considers necessary 
to put the streets In proper condition, and 
this Latitude practleully means that all 
streets arc* to bo cleaned (Lilly. 

Several Innovations will be introduced, 
the principal being a clause which re¬ 
quires contractors to cart street dirt to 
dumping stations, from which it will te 
shipped on trolley freight cars to the 
points of final disposal. The contractors 
must bid with the understanding that 
they are to establish these dumping sta¬ 
tions and furnish the freight extra for final 
removal of the dirt. 

The area In which men are to be kept 
at work constantly, one to each block, Is 
practically doubled and will include all 
main streets In the w«ll populated sec¬ 
tion of tho city. The director will have 
the right to order additional block men 
put to work If the cleaning to not being 
done properly by the force specified. 

Heavier penalties are provided for fail¬ 
ure to properly comply with specifications, 
particularly neglect of street crossing. 
The present fine for dirty crossings is at 
the rate of $1 an Intersection. Tbe new 
penalty will be $2 a crossing or at the 
rate of $8 an intersection. Failure to 
keep alleys clean Is now punished by a 
fine of $2 an alley. The fine will be $5 an 
alley next year. The director Is to be 
given the widest latitude In enforcing ad¬ 
ditional penalties according to hi* own 
Judgment. 

It is expected that under the new speci- 
cificationfc tbe street cleaning work next 
year will cost considerably oyer $1,000,000. 
This year's contracts were let for $834,323.

"In nearly luilf a century of experience 
In public life, the greatest man I ever met 
was President Lincoln," said former Sen¬ 
ator WUllam Morris Stewart, of Nevada, 
at the New Willard. 

More than eighty years of «ge, and 
wearing a long white te.^d, the Senator 
looks like a patriarch. He was a student 
at Yale when gold was discovered In 
IMS. Thou he went West, coming to the 
Senate In 1864, remaining there with Inter¬ 
missions of retirement until 1899. 

“Lincoln had a wonderful Intuition, 
which amounted to almost superhuman 
wisdom." continued tho Senator. "He 
had a wisdom, and with it a human sym¬ 
pathy. which I have never found before 
or since In any public man In the United 
States. He w*aa tb»* best letter-writer I 
ever knew', striking off a few sentences, 
which meant more than volumes. In the 
most serious of crisis he was Imperturba¬ 
bly calm. Then his face was sadness 
itself. But In a minute something funny 
would strike him, and you could not hoip 
laughing just to see him laugh. 

"Only two of the Sen-atom I knew when 
I entered the Senate In 1864 are living 
now\ I saw a great many come and go.

The most useful Senator, In my opinion, 
was Senator Allison, who is still there.

Perhaps the finest 
speech that has b*vn delivered In the 
Senate since the war wits delivered In th© 
executive session In tho winter of 1S70 
by Conkllng. Ho and Grant did not get 
along. Grant hud played Senator Fenton.

HISTORIC FRIGATE’S RECORD. 

[Boston Globe ] 

An Interesting relic that le to find a 
borne in future Aboard the frigate Con¬ 
stitution. now at the OharlostL-n navy 
yard. Is a manuscript abstract of the log 
of tiwU historic ship on her last cruise 
under commission, from March 2. 18S3, to 
May 21. LS56. , 

The manuscript, which has been hand* 
sotnely mounted and framed, is to bo 
given t» the frigate by Wijjhun M. Duvls, 
an anxdytloal cqemtet at 93 Brood street. 
one of whose relative© wus nn officer on 
the cruise In question and made the ab¬ 
stract, apparently, as a pleaaan-t reminder 
1 of the voyage. 

The log. which contains In the vicinity 
of 100 entries during tlvo voyage, »! ows 
that th© Const!tuition was 429 day© at sen 
and 392 days in port, And that tn the two 
ytvirs and two man the she railed a dis¬ 
tance of 42,1G6 rnllce. Her commander was 
J, Rudd, and she was the flagship of Com¬ 
modore J. Mayo. 

She sailed from New York, towed out 
i to eecu according to an eivtry in th© log, 
"by two fteamboats." The first place sh ? 
touched ait thereafter was Gibraltar; from 
there she vifotad various Italian punt©, 
then place® along th© north coast of 
Afrioa, and six months after sailing from 
home she was cruising along the west 
coast of Africa, in the region of tbe Ga¬ 
boon river, touching frequently at Portu¬ 
guese. Spanish and British ports. 

Though the log contains no specific 
statement to that effect, on© is temptoJ 
to believe In perusing th© account of her 
wanderings, that the old frigate was en¬ 
gaged in watridng for slaves during the 
greater part of th© time she was abroad. 
Accounts of the Constitution’s career 
make no mention of such a orntmissron, 
however. On her way home she stopped 
at St. Helena and Havana, ending her 
voyage at Portsmouth. N. H. 

The transcript of her log is to be hung 
In some conspicuous place on board, 
probably in the captain’s cabin.

PROTECTING THE SICK. 

[New York Tribune.] 

The ordinance passed by the Board of 
Aldermen last summer providing for quiet 
zones for hospitals Is about to be put 
Into effect, according to a letter that has 
been s«»nt out by Mrs. Isaac L. R1<*e. 
president of the Society for the Preven¬ 
tion of Unnecessary Noises. Notices will 
be placed ln all the streets near or lead¬ 
ing to hospitals, bearing the Inscription: 

HOSPITAL STREET. 

: (Bv Ordinance Board of Aldermen.) : 

: Make no unnecessary noise, un- : 
der penalty of the law. : 

Any violation of the ordinance, which 
Includes driving at a speed faster than a 
walk past tho hospital, Is subject to a 
fine of $lu or to Imprisonment upon a fail¬ 
ure to pay the fine for ten days. Mrs. 
Rice called attention to th© Investigations 
which the society of which she Is presi¬ 
dent conducted last summer. She divided 
the noises into four classes: Those made 
by defective cars, those due to careless¬ 
ness on the port of motor-men, those due 
to the noisy games of children and to 
street cries. 

Mrs. Rice believes that ftll the noises 
with the exception of the first will be pro. 
vented by the new ordinance. She be¬ 
lieves that the signs will attract tbe at¬ 
tention of tho motormen anti cause them 
to obey an order that already has been 
Issued by the management of ths street 
railways, telling them to run slowly post 
the hospitals and not ring the gong more 
often than Is necessary. Of the third 
class of noise Mrs. Rice says: 

“As regards the disturbances made by 
children near th*' hospitals, It Is hope^ 
that the signs will be no less than help 
ful. They will he constant reminders 
both to thq little ones and to the po! V 
that the city has drawn a protecting line 
around Its Institutions for the sick.

MAKE GAS FROM STRAW. 

[Winnipeg Correspondence New York 
Times.] 

The process recently Invented and pat¬ 
ented by J. Russell Couts, of Cleveland. 
O., for turning ordinary wheat and oat 
straw into Illuminating and fuel gas 
threatens to revolutionize the Canadian 
Northwest, and already several plants 
aro under construction, notably the bnes 
at Strathcona. Wetaskiwln and Portage 
la Prairie, and the International Lighting 
and Heating Company, which is handling 
the patent rights in Cunadu, is seeking 
franchises ln other towns ln tho Cana¬ 
dian Northwest. 

Experts generally state th© proceim Is 
as cheap us that used in getting gas 
from coal and oil, 'but by the new patent 
waste material is made use of Instead *of 
coal costing some $3 or $€ per ton. 
Every ton of straw yields over *15.000 feet 
of gas. while Urn test Pennsylvania coal, 
costing here at the present time from $11 
to $12 per ton, a-'tolds but 10,000 feet of 
gas per ton. 

The quality of the gas produced from 
straw equals the best coal gas. nnd can 
be delivered at lees than half the cost, 
thus leaving a large profit for the man¬ 
ufacturer*. In Western Canada each year 
thousands upon thousands of tons of 
Itmw ar© burned for the purpose of get¬ 
ting It out of the way, so the cost of ma¬ 
terial for the gas-producing plants being 
built by the company will be compara¬ 
tively nothing in addition to the price of 
hauling. 

At Beatrice, Neb., th# company erected 
a trial plant for lighting that town, and 
it proved so .successful that negotiations 
were at once opened for franchises In 
many towns in the Uplted States, and at 
th© same time an active campaign was 
commenced In Canada, but so far IfT© 
majority of th© towns and cities appealed 
to seem to t© awaiting the results at¬ 
tained by the gas producers now under 
construction by th© company at Strath- 
cona and Portage la Prairie before com¬ 
mitting themselves to any agreement.

Commission Wants To Allot 4.000 
Voters To Each of the Twelve 
City Subdivisions. 


Alex G. Barrett, chairman of the 
Board of Public Works; Judge A. E. 
Richards, City Attorney, und Louis 
Su-mmera City Assessor, are hard at 
work on plane for rcdlstrlctlng the city. 
Tho plan agreed upon Is to wipe out 
the present ward boundaries and divide 
the city Into twelve wards as nearly 
equal In voting population as possi¬ 
ble. All that portion of the city known 
as the Highlands and Crescent Hill 
will be placed in the Finst ward, where 
It geographically belongs, it Is fuU’J. 
The ward boundaries will follow 
straight lines as nearly as possible.

Chief of Police Jacob H. Hanger re¬ 
turned to the city from a week’* trip 
In the large cities of the East, with 
several important reform* in view as 
concern* the uniforms of the local police 
force. If his suggestions to the Board 
of Public Safety arc acted upon. It is 
probable that the patrolmen will dis¬ 
card the time-bonored blue helmet for 
a pearl gray helraet^of more fashionable 
cut In the early spring and summer 
and for n cap in winter, and that the 
bicycle and mounted policemen will be 
seen in knickerbockers and ^putties." 
The police badge, too, will probably be 
mado several size# smaller than at J 
present. AU these reforms have beeu^ 
dicta tod by fashion land a proper spirit 
of local'patriotism. 

‘Allhough dictated by fashion,'* said 
Col. Haager. "the reforms have a more 
solid basis also. Visitors to a city judge 
the status of that city first of all by the 
fashionablene^s or out-of-date Jess of 
the dress of Hit public officials. If they 
sec our policemeu attired in a suit that 
was fashionable la New York twenty 
years ago and Is still fashionable In 
Squeedunk, they are very apt to think 
of Louisville a# a place SqueedunklcaJ. 

I am determined to put the Louisville 
police on an equal footing with the bvst 
cities of the East in this respect, even 
as It already Is In all other respects." 

If Ool. Haager's first reforms prove 
successful, It is probable that they will 
be carried a step farther by next aut¬ 
umn or winter, with the substitution of 
the Russian gendarme cap now in us© 
througnout theiEastcrri States for the 
heavy* stiff helmet of ante-bellum days. 

To obviate the difficulty encountered 
when the cups were first introduced in 
New York, namely the fact that they 
allowed the tvater in times of Inclement 
weather to trickle coolly down the backs 
of the wearers, they will be supplement¬ 
ed here by the newer improvement al¬ 
ready in vogue In New York, a long and 1 
warm cloth flap which oovers the bnck 
of the head and neck snugly and pre¬ 
vents both draughts and lashings of 
rain, Over the w'hole arrangement will 
be stretched a rubber covering. 

The suggestion that the badges of tho 
police be made smallqr will bo offered 
by Col. Haager with a view to having 
the old badges on hand as a supply of 
extras whenever it may become neces¬ 
sary to swear in special pal icemen. In 
many cases of riot* the police forces of 
the Eastern cities have experienced 
great difficulty dn providing badges 
enough for the specially sworn police¬ 
men, and badge# of feather have been 
used for this purpose In New York. 
Moreover, the present police badge is so 
large a* to shine as a veritable beacon 
light to give robbers and other wrong¬ 
doers plemty of time to effect their re¬ 
treat before the officers can draw near.

ANOTHER TIGHT SABBATH. 


New York, Dec. 13.—Whether New 
Yorkers are to have a more liberal Sun¬ 
day tijan Is permitted under the pres¬ 
ent law as recently Interpreted by Su¬ 
preme Court Justice O'Gorman was de¬ 
bated at a public hearing before a.n 
aldermanic committee to-day. To this 
committee has been referred, by the 
Board of Aldermen, a resolution de¬ 
signed to qualify the present legal re¬ 
strictions so far as they may be modi¬ 
fied without bringing city ordinances 
into conflict with the penal code.

ALL TO BE GRADUALLY ELIMI¬ 
NATED FROM NAVY. 

--- \ 

Brilliant Naval and Military Ball 
Given In Honor of Ad¬ 
miral Evans. 


Old Point Comfort, Dec. 13.—With re¬ 
gard to the report that all Japanese 
servants on board the vessels of the 
Pacific-bound fleet have been trans¬ 
ferred to other ships that are to be left 
behind, it was stated on board the flag 
ship Connecticut to-day that only those 
Japanese stewards and mess attendants 
whose enlistments expire prior to July 
1 next have been replaced by American 
sailors recently trained for the work. 
The Japanese falling within this re¬ 
striction have been placed on receiving 
ships at various navy yards, as It was 
not desired to discharge them at a dis¬ 
tant port and be under the obligation 
of paying their fares Itfiok to the east¬ 
ern portion of the United States. Quite 
a number of Japanese servants, whose 
enlistments have a year or more to run, 
are being taken along as usual. 

Under the rules laid down by the 
present Secretary of the Navy, the en- 


Ohlcago. Dec. 13.—C. H. Bosworth, a 
National Bank Examiner, who prior to 
assuming that office was president of 
the Illinois Southern and of the Wis¬ 
consin and Michigan railroad com¬ 
panies, Walsh enterprises, took the 
stand in the trial of John R. Walsh to¬ 
day and described conditions which he 
foqnd to exist in the Chicago National 
Bank when he examine! its affairs In 
November, 11*04, in June, iWu, and hi 
December, 190o. He asserted that 
Walsh had been repeatedly warned by 
him and by the Controller of the Cur¬ 
rency to unload tho over-supply of se¬ 
curities carried tyy the bank, but that 
the warnings went unheeded, while 
conditions became steadily worse. 

When the first examination was made 
the witness testified there was found to 
be due depositors a total cf $17,608,866. 
of which $3,686,068 was deposited by 
other banks and the remainder by oth¬ 
er depositors. Among the amounts rep¬ 
resented at that time *»y bonds in the 
bank, ns collateral on notes, Were $250,- 
000 of Wisconsin and Mlchigah aga nst 
seven notes totaling $640,000; of 

the Illinois Southern as recUrWy for 
$1,564,000, represented by seventeen 
memorandum notes; $462,000 of th *2 
6?outhern Indiana, account of a loan of 
$438,900. There were, he said, eleven 
memorandum loans of $87,000 c&lH, 
each with $100,000 of bonds of the 
Southern Indiana as security. In ad¬ 
dition there was a n unsecured loan of 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The books at that time showed, Mr. 
Bosworth declared, a direct loan to the 
Chicago Chronicle office of $100,060 and 
two notes for $100,000 each, signed by 
John Bradshaw' and H. W. Seymour, 
discounted by the Chicago Chronicle. 

Mr. Bosworth testified that upon 
making the second examination he 
foupd the bank's affairs substantially 
the same as upon the first occasion, al¬ 
though In the meantime he had called 
the attention of the Control lei* of the 
Currency to the conditions. After the 
second examination. Mr. Bosworth tes¬ 
tified. he told Mr. Walsh that unless h? 
disposed of some of the securities and 
remedied the condition of the bank the 
Controller would Lake measures to cor¬ 
rect matters himself. Mr. Walsh, he 
said, apologized and assured him that 
something would be done at once. Mr. 
Bosworth identified the statements 
made by Walsh to the 'Controller in 
w'hleh the banker asserted that the 
companies whose bonds were held were 
prosperous and that the bonds could be 
disposed of by the end of the year. 
The final examination before the clos¬ 
ing of the bank, he said, was com¬ 
menced December 1905. At that time 
an increase of the things complained of 
was found. Besideg the notes of the 
railroad companies already referred to. 
there w'ere found that time a note 
of J. N. Fnlthorn for $100,000. a note of 
the Ohio Quarries Company for $100,000, 
a note of the Bedford Quarries Com¬ 
pany for $150,000, a note of the Akran 
Gas Company for $100,000. a note of the 
Peoria Gas Company for $100,000 and 
various others signed by individuals, 
firms and corporations.

Abner alio told him 
in speaking of the testimony Curt Jett 
had given that Curt had told a straight 
true eo far ns be (Jfrtt) knew about tlie 
killing of Cox. Feltner states that in 
September, 1WM, Judge James Hargis tried 
to get him to leave the State and not 
testify against him in the suit of MW. 
Marcum at Winchester or any other cases 
ug.dn&l him. Katgls agreed to put $1,500 
in tho hands of Felix Fe’.tner to be uiveu 
in his defense for th*- killing of Jesse 
Fields, mui further agreed not to huvo 
him kfckd if he would go away And *uy 
and not testify ttg.iAn&i him in any of the 
causes. He sdd that about January 21, 
liey. he had a ©ooverauiLloft with Judge 
Hargis when B. F. French was present. 
The conference was lie.d at the home of 
Judge Hatgiw, at Jackson, and Hargis 
agreed to put up $o.(M0 to cover his bond 
and also to give him $1,000 that was in 
the hands of Felix Feltmsr if he would 
go away and not testify.

first gun yesterday in the fight he Is 
to make to hold office. When Mayor 
Grlnstead aske-d him to resign he came 
out "tlai-footed’* and declined. When 
seen last night Mr. Howe declined to 
make any statement outlining his fu¬ 
ture course of action, but the proba¬ 
bilities are that to-day he will ask for 
an injunction against the Mayor to 
prevent him from ousting him per¬ 
emptorily. 

Mayor Grlnstead sent a messenger 
to Mr. Howe's office early yesterday 
morning, and had him inform the City 
Buyer that he would like to see him. 
When Mr. Howe entered the Mayor's 
office the exchange of greetings was 
rather stilted, it Is said. Mr. Howe 
wits asked to take a chair, and when 
he complied the Mayor plunged into 
business. He told Mr. IJowc that he 
had decided to make a change in tie 
City Buyer's office, and said it would 
be very agreeable to him If Mr. Howe 
would tender his resignation. 

"He said he would not,” said Mayor 
Grln^tead last night. ”1 asked him to 
resign, and he wouldn’t. Of course, I 
couldn’t make him, as It is every' man's 
privilege to decline to tender his resig¬ 
nation If he does not care to do so.”

Probable Course In Each Cose. 

Mayor Grlnstcad was asked what he 
Intended to do about Mr. Howe's re¬ 
fusal to comply with his request, and 
said he didn’t know*.

Filled with city officials, prominent 
transportation men, engineers and 
specially invited guest*, the first pas¬ 
senger train ran under the East river, 
from Bowling Green station, Manhat¬ 
tan, to Borough Hall, Brooklyn, says 
the New York Herald, telling of tho 
Initial trip in fcho metropolis' new en¬ 
gineering wonder. The trip was 
through the north tube. Announce¬ 
ment. wxva mode by Inter boro ugh offi¬ 
cials that regular trains probably 
would Lve running early In January 
through both tubes. » 

Three ordinary steel cars. w’nVh 
comiK**ed tho inspection train, made 
;he return trip from Brooklyn, one and 
sixteenths miles, inside of five minutes. 
Frank Hedley, general manager of the 
Interborough system, said that when 
regular schedules were established 
trains would go from Bowling Green to 
Borough Hail in about four minutes. 

Although many of the 200 passengers 
were familiar with tunnel work, there 
were expressions of admiration and 
wonderment ns tho train sped swiftly 
and smoothly through the tube, some¬ 
time* at a depth of ninety-five feet 
below the surface of the river. At all 
points the tunnel appeared to be In 
good condition, and although there 
were traces of water in spots on the 
concrete wralls, engineers explained this 
had been expected at first, but that 
within a few weeks the slight crevices 
in the steel rings would be dosed by 
corrosion and the tunnel would be as 
dry ns any part of the subway. 

On the return trip the train “hit up” 
a speed that caused many of the men 
to cling to their seats and hold their 
breaths. Perhaps It was not so much 
faster than the spe**l made by express 
trains In the subway, but the sides of 
the tube were so much closer and It 
was lighted so brilliantly that the car* 
j-eemed to be darting with the velocity 
of a bullet. But at no time was there 
Jolting or oscillation. 

Two novel nnd interesting features 
of the under-river route are the venti¬ 
lating equipment and the automatic 
safety devices, designed to prevent the 
possibility of collision. Near the water's 
edge, on both the Manhattan nnd 
Brooklyn skies, large ventilating shufts 
have been sunk, which, besides con¬ 
taining powerful machinery. wlU have 
emergency stairways. The ventilating 
apparatus it* so powerful that In case 
of a short circuit all of the smoke In 
the tunnel onn b^ driven out at either 
end In a few seconds. 

The little signal station in the north 
end of the Bowling Green station Is 
one of the most Interesting spots In 
underground New York There, on a 
colored ghiss screen. Is a miniature or 
the tunnels, where by moving colored 
lights the exact location of every train 
Is shown as It proceeds. On the gias« 
the tunnels are separated into b ocks 
of green, and when one of these blocks 
turns rod the operator know* inG a 
train has stored 1*. The »?cn there 
are In nWlute control of ‘ he , nv ' .' 
rnents of the trains every minute, and 
may stop a train at any poirvt by mere¬ 
ly touching n button.

One-quarter of all the street railways 
on Manhattan Island are still operated 
by horse-power. In only one AmerlGin 
dty Is the old-fashioned horse car still 
utilized on a large scale, and that the 
American metropolis. Ten little Jingling 
horse-car roads still cross Broadway; 
the great Bast Side, the most densely 
populated district In the world, is a 
network of horse-car Line*, writes Bur¬ 
ton J. Hendricks In the December Mc¬ 
Clure's. And Cyclone Centre, or Pover¬ 
ty Hollow wmild blush for the quality 
of service rendered. The cars are small, 
uncleanly, dimly lighted and virtually 
unheated. In the winter time a fair¬ 
sized snowstorm practically ends tho 
service; in summer the cars run at in¬ 
frequent intervals. The Met ropolitim of¬ 
ficially explains the situation on tho 
ground that the traffic In these horse- 
car streets is not large enough to Justi¬ 
fy the expense of electric equipment. 
The fact Is, however, that the company 
has obtained the money for the recon¬ 
struction of these lines and has not ex¬ 
pended It for that purpose. In 1902 the 
stockholders furnished $12,000,000 for 
electrically equipping eighty miles of 
street railways still operated by horse¬ 
power.

HOULP the baseball mogul# in con¬ 
trol of the American Association 
policies determine to locate one of 
Ra clubs In Chicago or any other 
city now occupied by the big league clubs, 
with the purpose of expanding and placing 
the American Association an a Idghci 
and stronger basis, it will be done with¬ 
out the consent and regardless of any 
abjections on the part of the major league 
magnates. 

As the winter passes, the expansion of 
the American Association appears farther 
and farther from being the fairy talc 
some of the scribes around the circuit 
have led their readers to bstleve. Many 
writers have tabooed the yarn as an idle 
winter tale, started by an equally idle 
space-writer. The fans have been amusea, 
but little lntercstfci. as the project ol 
placing a team In Chicago, ln opposition 
to the mighty majors, appears too bolu 
for anything more than a hopeless dream. 
The dream has taken material form dur¬ 
ing the laM ten days, however, and the 
persons who laughed at the story a week 
ago are now urging the American Asso¬ 
ciation dub owners to make the change. 

Even tho majors have been aruused. aa 
the bombastic chajge handed out by Ban 
Johnson proves. Johnson anticipated the 
proposed inva*4on by taking a denaut at¬ 
titude toward the association, or as much 
as telling them to go ancad and “hang 
ibemaeives with their own rope." He 
placed himself oh record as unalterably 
opposed to any step which Wuoid puv 
tmeago in the American Association. Hu 
stand Is Identical with the one taken by- 
John T. Brusn, of the National League, 
when Johnson's league expanded. Tnc 
New 1 York magnate was the bitterest op¬ 
ponent th~ American League ever had. 
and if he v ad hail his way the powerful 
young organisation would not be In ex¬ 
istence. But thanks to the persuasion of 
Johnson. ComisKey and hu other co¬ 
workers, th» public and press demanded 
that the American League expand, and it 
did. with the result that the national 
spurtfhus experienced unqualified prosper¬ 
ity der since. Johnson oig-ued that the 
country is large enough to support two 
big organizations, and he was right. He 
Incidentally remarked that some of the 
cities In his circuit could support thro* 
clubs just as well as two. Again he was 
right. He argued and howled for big 
league baseball n.s no one ever shouted 
before, and now he Is at the heAd of the 
greatest baseball organization that ever 
existed. 

Johnson has thus placed himself on rec¬ 
ord scores of times, and when the Amer¬ 
ican Association's proposed expansion ttrnt 
leaked out no opposition was looked for 
ln Johnson's direction.

But they were w'rong. Johnson appears 
to be bitterly opposed to any such move. 
But this dog in the manger policy will 
not slop tiie association from placing a 
team In Chicago If It desires.

Representative William Randolph 
Hearst had no luck at all. In the first 
session of the Flfty-nlhth Congress he 
introduced fifteen bills, and in the sec¬ 
ond session three bills. Not one of these 
eighteen bills came out of committee. 

Representative Sulloway. who. the 
Speaker thought, might lead the list, 
had twenty-four of his bills passed last 
winter. Fourteen of Representative 
Babcock's bills became laws. Repre¬ 
sentative Jenkins, of Wisconsin, chair¬ 
man of the Committee on the Judiciary, 
hud ten bills favorably reported, but 
only two of them passed the House. 

Several years ago a critic of Con¬ 
gress divided the members Into two 
classes, namely, “those who do.” and 
those who dine.” This classification 
Is not accurate or Just, but It would ap¬ 
pear that those who are most promi¬ 
nent in. the public eye, in the debates, 
and Is the framing of legislation, are not 
the men who can measure iheir success 
as lawmakers by the number of their 
bills that run the gauntlet of congres¬ 
sional and executive approval.

Despite the fact that he received 
a threatening anonymous letter to the 
effect that If he attempted to ship his 
tobacco hia crop would be burned, Ben 
Carroll, of New Caatle, yesterday 
brought seven hogsheads of tobacco to 
: Louisville without a guard for his 
wagons en route to load nor any pre¬ 
cautions In the shipment here, and ©old 
It to the Planters’ Tobacco Warehouse 
Company. This still ltavea Mr. Car 
roll 30,000 pounds at home, which he 
Intends to prize and ship. 

Mr. Carroll resides In the district 
of Shelby and Henry counties, the scene 
of recent trouble with the night riders, 
and was one among a number who re¬ 
ceived letters making threats of vio¬ 
lence in case any attempt was made by 
him to ship the crop. He Is quoted as 
having stated yesterday that he antici¬ 
pated no trouble and that he used no 
precautions In shipping his tobacco to 
Louisville yesterday. The crop was 
hauled In wagons to Eminence In the 
usual way and loaded without trouble 
of any kind.

Letters Not Taken Seriously. 


The belief is advanced that the let¬ 
ters which were received by numbers 
In that neighborhood were not sent 
with any Intention to carry out the 
threats contained In them, but were 
written by Irresponsible parties who 
thought such a letter would stop the 
shipment of tobacco. The letter which 
was received by Mr. Oairoll, It is said, 
was well written and in the handwrit¬ 
ing of a woman. It is stated that all 
of tho letters received by the farmers 
In the vicinity of New Castle were In 
a different handwriting. 

Among the many farmers w'ho were 
in the city yesterday and the first part 
of the week were some from the dis¬ 
trict where they are now’ having the 
trouble. At the various w’arehouses. It 
Is stated, that the shipments from Shel¬ 
by and Henry counties have been good, 
and do not show a falling off from 
last year. Managers of the tobacco 
■warehouses say that for the last three 
weeks tho business with that section 
has gone on uninterrupted and that no 
lull ha^ been netted this w'eek. A man¬ 
ager of one of the local warehouses 
stated that fully 800 more hogsheads of 
tobacco had been sold during December 
of this year than last and that the dis¬ 
trict referred to had furnished Its share, 
which shows that the crop Is moving 
well.

Th© recent announcement that the 
Insurance companies may cancel In¬ 
surance on tobacco because of th© 
trouble has led the warehouse com¬ 
panies also to take precautionary meas¬ 
ures. and the Indications are that the 
loans to the farmers from the ware¬ 
house companies on their tobacco, the 
custom In the past, will not be allowed. 

Formerly large sums of money have 
been loaned by the warehouse com¬ 
panies to the farmers on priced to- 
bacoo contained In the bams of the 
farmer, and the loan paid when the 
sale la effected, but the warehouse man¬ 
agers say that they will not want to 
loan money on tobacco In barns and 
then have th© bam and tobaoco burned: 
that money loaned on tobacco In the 
Louisville warehouses Is safe, but upon 
tobacco in the farmers’ barns !s a dif¬ 
ferent matter. The banks, too. may 
take the same view of the nrntter of 
loans and decide upon the same course 
and the farmer will not have the finan¬ 
cial conveniences heretofore allowed.
